The income of all corp orations 
and indiv idu als will be su bject 
to tax beginning May 1.

The gross income of indiv id­ 
u als deriv ed from wages, p ro­ 
fessional serv ices and all other 
sou rces ex cep t life insu rance, 
federal bonds and p ensions will 
be tax ed one p er cent. 
The gross income from all 
tangible p rop erty sold at retail 
will be tax ed one p er cent. 
The first tax will be p ay able 
between Ju ly 1 and Ju ly 15. 
The tax is p ay able annu ally 
for those whose tax is less than 
$40. Those whose tax ex ceeds 
$40 may remit q u arterly .

This fact along with many 
others was brou g ht ou t in a new 
bu lletin ju st pu blished by the 
honored A&ricu ltu Tal Ex tension Depart­ 
ment of Pu rdu e u niv ersity on the 
Ou tlook for Indiana Ag ricu ltu re 
for 19 33. The contents are of in­ 
terest and v alu e to all of the 
180,000 Hoosier farmers. 
‘ While there seems to be in­ 
creasing possibility th at some 
leg islation may be effectiv e in 
raising prices, it appears that the 
safe policy is one of shaping ou r 
affairs in the ex pectation of a 
price lev el near the pre-war bas­ 
is. . 
“Wholesale prices of all com­ 
modities in the U. S. fell from an 
index of 143 for Au g u st, 19 29 , 
when pre-war is considered as 
100, to 9 1 for December, 19 32. 
Du ring this same period, Indiana 
farm prices fell from an index 
of 147 to 53. This is the second 
drastic fall in prices since the 
v ery hig h 
prices immediately 
following the war. 
"The hopefu l fact in the situ ­ 
ation is th at once we g et adju st­ 
ed to these lower prices, one can 
proceed with reasonable confi­ 
dence that the worst of the long 
deflation in prices is now ov er for 
farmers. Ev en if no constru ctiv e 
action is taken in connection 
with money and credit, and the 
g eneral price lev el is allowed to 
stabilize at near the pre-war lev ­ 
el, a su bstantial increase in farm 
prices from the present v ery low 
lev els can be ex pected, becau se 
farm prices are now only abou t 
one-half the pre-war lev el. 
There are numero us fav o rable 
and also so me unfav o rable fact­ 
o rs in the present situatio n, it 
was bro ught o ut. 
“G reat u ncertainty ex ists as to 
what may happen, bu t there is 
no ev idence at present of any 
improv ed foreig n demand for In­ 
diana farm produ cts," said the 
report, which also rev iewed the 
domestic demand, pointing ou t 
th at it depended on the g eneral 
improv ement of bu siness condi­ 
tions. 
“Those who bu y farm land now 
at 60 per cent of pre-war prices 
will pay for it at the prices of 
farm produ cts prev ailing du ring 
the nex t 10 to 30 y ears," the re­ 
port pointed ou t, in mentioning 
difficu lties encou ntered by those 
who bou g ht land at war prices 
and hav e attem pted to pay for 
it at peace prices. 
“While m arket demands may 
not be so fav orable for liv estock 
produ cts, nev ertheless, the am ­ 
ple su pplies and low costs of 
farm feeds will make liv estock 
produ ction, the safest method 
of marketing these crops. The 
same thing applies to pou ltry 
and dairy produ cts, according to 
information brou g ht ou t.

Machado, engaged army forces in i 
a Baltlmu k . No report was made j 
on the casu alties. 
Other small bands were re- j 
ported activ e in that section of 
Oriente Prov ince. Gov ernment 
officials 
disclosed

ex iles planned to land in Oriente 
to start the rev olu tion. 
The ex iles, inclu ding m a ny ! 
who participated in the u nsu c­ 
cessfu l rev olt against President 
Machado in Au gu st, 19 31, were 
ex pected to reach Cu ba from 
Mex ico or Hondu ras. Ex iles in 
the United States were reported 
joining them. 
Grou ps of armed men were 
said to be starting fires in the 
su gar cane fields and interfer­ 
ing with work ers.

G. Menocal, is now in Florida, 
and fou r others, inclu ding Col­ 
onel Carlos Mendieta, who ran 
against Machado for president in 
1924 , started from Cu ba to the 
United States a few day s ago.
